AQABA'S CORAL REEFS, 
one of Jordan's most precious 
natural resources and die larg¬ 
est tourist attraction, are in dan¬ 
ger of withering away. 
Stretching only a few kilome¬ 
ters along the Kingdom's Red 
Sea shore, the coral reefs are 
not protected by laws and legis¬ 
lation, aid are subject to limit¬ 
ed scientific monitoring. Yet 
even without observation 
equipii&at and hard-core data, 
many regular divers report that 
3 decline .in the coral reefs is 
•apparent. : Coral colours are 
fading and certain spots are 
damaged, diving enthusiasts re¬ 
port. 

"I go into the sea eveiy day 
and notice a change- but I don't 
know wether it is natural or hu¬ 
man damage," explained Allen 
Colcloiigh, director of the Roy¬ 
al Diving Centre in Aqaba. 

Coral reefs are highly fragile 
organisms sensitive to the 
slightest changes in the envi¬ 
ronment. Even a minute 
change in climate or water tem¬ 
perature can have a negative ef- 




Australian banker looks to 
closer trade with Jordan

good prospects for enhanced 
trade between the two coun¬ 
tries, mosr obviously in the are¬ 
as of Australian sheep exports 
and Jordanian phosphate and 
cement exports. As Asia and 
ihe Middle East are currently 
the world's two economic 
growth areas, Jordanians 
should be preparing for new 
markets in Asia, 

And os Executive Director — 
International of the ANZ 
Group, Maitland is well placed 
to know, ANC has a Group of¬ 
fice or branch in 40 countries 
world-wide and specializes in 
trade finance. 

New Zealand-born Maitland 
took up his current position in 
November 1992 and his visit to 
Jordan was part of a familiari¬ 
sation visit to the region that 
also included ANZ Grindlays 
Gulf branches. He likes to see 
for himself what is going on, to 
meet local management and to 
assess their needs in terms of 
resources. 

In Jordan he found AN£ 
Grindlays emphasises a quality 
credit book and services with 
an international orientation 
"which has enabled it to make a 
considerable contribution to the

Group's healthy international 
results for 1992." 

ANZ Grindlays Jordan post¬ 
ed a net profit of JD 2.8 million 
in 1982* up from JD - 3.08 mil¬ 
lion in 1991, while Maitland:, 
can point to an overall 1 ANZ' 
half year profit to 31 March' 
1993 of $170 million as clear 
evidence that the group as a 
whole is back on track after a 
loss of $578 million for-the 
year to 30 September 1992. 

These results come even as 
Australia continues to suffer its 
most difficult economic times, 
in 60 years, which were reflects 
ed in ANZs 1991 results. Mait¬ 
land notes however that the 
bank places great importance 
on its high capital adequacy ra¬ 
tio of 10 percent plus, well 
above the international require¬ 


ments of 8 percent, and this, he 
says, ensures that- a difficult 
year can be absorbed comforta¬ 
bly. 

During his visit to Jordan. 
Maitland was pleased to be 
able to meet Minister of Fi¬ 
nance Basel Jertteneh and Cen¬ 
tral Bank Deputy Governor 
Walid Khairallah. He found it 
impressive that both men have 
• considerable experience of the 
banking industry as well as 
government service and this 
gives them a better ability to 
see-both; sides when problems 
arise. 

His visit to .'Jordan .came as 
' local business confidence, is 
generally at a high level and he 
found that most Jordanians feel 
that current high levels of activ¬ 
ity can be sustained. He was 
impressed by their good under¬ 
standing 'of world conditions 
and of the requirements of the 
; Wide' export, markets they are 
' now servicing. He feels, how¬ 
ever that local consumption is 
being allowed to take priority 
.over export activity, particular¬ 
ly in areas such as cement. 

Export markets are hard to 
"capture, says Maitland, and 
. they are even harder to regain 
once- they .have been lost. In 
any country efforts should be 
made. to balance local need 
with long tenn export require¬ 
ments which are crucial in 
achieving balance of payments 
'stability and long term econom¬ 
ic growth. ■ 


feet on the health of coral reefs, 
international experts say. 

However, experienced divers 
and glass-bottom boat opera¬ 
tors report that pollution, espe¬ 
cially industrial pollution is a 
major cause of coral damage in 
Aqaba. They say that large 
quantities of phosphate dust are 
banning coral and marine life, 
and that the damage is obvious. 

But reef experts point as well 
to the dangers associated with 
the movement of by-products 
from storage houses to ships, 
and also caH attention to ferti¬ 
lizer and pesticide factories in 
the vicinity. These industries, 
white set back from the shore, 
can still cause irreparable dam¬ 
age through leakage. 

But informed sources at the 
Royal Society for the Conser¬ 
vation of Nature (RSCN) say 
that the situation is under con¬ 
trol, and that the society is cur¬ 
rently working to reduce the 
amount of pollution produced 
by Aqaba's big industries oper¬ 
ating close to the coast. 

Under the direction of RSCN 
and the Aqaba Regional Coun¬ 
cil, an anti-pollution campaign

Party press in the 
age of democracy

PARTY NEWSPAPERS have flourished within the past 
couple of months as a result of the legalization of political 
parties and the Press and Publication Law. With 17 parties al¬ 
ready licensed by the Ministry of Interior, there are equally a 
significant number of newspapers. Al Mustqbai, Al Ah’d, and 
Al Maseeira are only just the latest in a line of party newspa¬ 
pers that have come into existence. Al Ahali, Nida'Al Watan, 
Al Jamaheer and Al Baarh existed long before although they 
have only just been officially licensed. 

According to Mr Al Nimiri, editor of Al Ahali, "political 
party newspapers are but a reflection and expression of to¬ 
day's plurality and mutli-party democracy." He went on to

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Mouasher, president of RSCN. 
Our efforts, he said, have al¬ 
ready been successful: "The ce¬ 
ment industry has adopted new 
methods of handling cement 
loaded on ships. And boats are 
no longer permitted to change 
oil in the Aqaba Port, eliminat¬ 
ing harmful oil spills." He add¬ 
ed that RSCN's activities ore 
also focusing on decreasing the 
amount of phosphate dust dis¬ 
persed into the air and the 
coastal waters. 

While visiting divers main¬ 
tain that the condition of the 
reefs have declined over the 
past several years, those direct¬ 
ly involved with the preserva¬ 
tion of the reefs .argue other¬ 
wise. 

"The situation is better than it 
was 10 years ago." said Anand 
Budiri, a marine biologist 
working with the RSCN. 
Hazardous sewage dumping is 
no longer permitted, oil spills 
are dangers of the past and we 
are carefiilly monitoring pollu¬ 
tion levels, he explained. 

While many activists attempt 
to combat pollution and indus¬ 
trial waste which threaten to 
destroy the Aqaba reefs, little 


action has been taken to safe¬ 
guard the corals from the haz¬ 
ards of fishing. 

Fishing nets, hooks and 
chicken wire baskets thrown 
into the reefs seriously impale 
the coral. Diving specialists in 
Aqaba agree that it is to6 diffi¬ 
cult for them to curb fishing in 
the area singlehandediy, and 
urge legislators to adopt laws 
prohibiting fishing from close 
range. 

The reefs of Aqaba are a 
unique phenomenon in the 
world of coral: The Gulf is the 
most northern point on the 
globe where coral grows. Oth¬ 
er special features of Jordan's 
reefs include their close prox¬ 
imity to the coast making these 
natural wonders accessible to 
snorkelers and divers alike, and 
the magnificent diversity of 
their coral and marine life. Ac¬ 
cording to Janri Qar, director 


of the marine station in Aqaba. 
120 species of coral can be 
found in the Kingdom's reefs. 
Coupled with approximately 
1,000 different types of fish. 
Aqaba's reefs are a treasure 
trove of natural wonders. 

President of the Aqaba Re¬ 
gional Council, Mr Bassam 
Kakish maintains that the reefs 
haven't changed much and that 
damage is minimal due to col¬ 
lective efforts to look after the 
area. He explained that diving 
club personnel regularly "clean 
up" reefs and the beaches. Mr 
Kakish added that the reefs are 
in "stable" condition because 
tourism is not booming. 

International environmental 
reports indicate that tourists, 
while providing an incentive 
for coral reef protection, are 
also responsible for their de¬ 
struction. Tourists find coral an 
attractive souvenir to take back 






home, and are often tempted to 
snatch pieces. Other forms of 
direct contact with coral also 
leave long lasting scars. Divers 
can kill coral simply by stand¬ 
ing on it. bumping into it or by 
allowing their depth and pres¬ 
sure gauges to drag over the 
reef behind them. And although 
coral does grow back, regener¬ 
ation is a slow process. Studies 
show that some coral grows at a 
staggering rate of 3 millimeters 
per year. 

In order to preserve more ef¬ 
ficiently the splendor of Jor¬ 
dan's coral reefs, specialists are 
calling for the establishment of 
a marine park, and it is rumored 
that such plans are in the mak¬ 
ing. Without proper protective 
measures and conservation leg¬ 
islation. the beauty of Aqaba's 
reefs may one day be a thing of 
the past. ■

West Bank Field Director 
Gun-Britt Anderson, speaking 
during the meeting said restric¬ 
tions on movement caused by 
sealing off the West Bank 
from Jerusalem have severely 
hampered agency operations as 
many staff were prevented 
from reaching UNRWA instal¬ 
lations in Jerusalem. 

In the meeting, donor coun¬ 
tries, including Spain. Denmark 
and Italy, increased contribu¬ 
tion to the UNRWA budget 
while Japan. Canada and Tur¬ 
key made additional pledges of 
support to help reduce UNR¬ 
WA's deficit. 

1993-97 Five-Year 
Plan 

■ The next Five Year Plan for 
1993-1997 is estimated to cost 
52.5 billion. Minister of Plan¬ 
ning Dr Zeid Fariez speaking to 
the committee, entrusted with 
its formulation, has outlined the 
plan in a first full length discus¬ 
sion. The minister, explained it 
had to be "prioritized" imple¬

These relate to economy, indus¬ 
try. agriculture, banking, law. 
medicine, culture, tourism, the 


arts, education and archaeology 
medicine, according to Petra. 
the Jordan News Agency. 

Bishops speak 
peace 

■ The Catholic Bishops of the 
Middle East, spoke of the need 
to build bridges between peo¬ 
ple of the Christian and Muslim 
faiths, instead of erecting bar¬ 
riers between the two. The 
bishops said that all religions in 
the region have the responsibil¬ 
ity to carry the message of 
peace and justice in the world. 
They saw the political situation 
in the region as playing a nega¬ 
tive roie in Christian-Muslim 
relations. 

In a press conference held at 
the end of a four-day meeting. 
Bishop Michael Sabah in a 
statement "that the sufferings 
of Muslims and Christians., are 
the same, but such suffering 
could be exploited by such 
groups to sow seeds of dissen¬ 
sion and division among the 
people." With reference to the 
religious revival experienced in 
Arab countries, the statement 
said a "return to religion and 
spiritual meaning is a great 
thing, but such moves ought 
not to be transformed into ex¬ 
tremism. violence and other 
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mal -practices." 

Above all. the bishops said 
that "as believers in God, the 
Christians and Muslims are 
called on to co-exist in a way 
worthy of God's blessing,” and 
called'on Arab governments to 
create opportune climates for 
peaceful coexistence and coop¬ 
eration among the faiths. 


A new party — 
The National 
Democratic 

■ Four parties are seriously 
considering the possibility of a 
merger under a National Demo¬ 
cratic umbrella, that would ef¬ 
fectively be a new party, ac¬ 
cording to Al Shaab. The Baath 
Arab Socialist Party. The Unity 
organization, the People's Lib¬ 
eration movement and the Na¬ 
tional Vanguard Movement, 
are all agreed about the new 
party which they are pursuing 
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vigorously. Sources said that 
the program of the new party, 
will be distinctive in form and 
content and will present a 
"qualitative" addition to what is 
presently being offered on Jor¬ 
dan's political scene. 

The royal house of 
David 

■ A new royalist movement 
has been founded in Israel and 
could make its presence felt, ac¬ 
cording to Inside Israel. The 
platform of the movement, 
Chai ve Kay am, is a return to 
rule by the royal house of Da¬ 
vid. If the party ever gain na¬ 
tional power, it will replace the 
Prime Minister with a King and 
the Knesset with a revived San- 
herdin. 

The movement cannot be 
written off as totally crackpot. 
Based in Gush Etzion, its 
founders include members of 
the Jewish underground of die 
1980s. who enjoy popularity 
throughout settlements in the 
Occupied Territories and in re¬ 
ligious-nationalist circles with¬ 
in the Green Line. 

Chai ve Kayam has been pub¬ 
licity-shy. Nonetheless it is esti¬ 
mated to have recruited several 
hundred activists dedicated to 
expanding the party. Press sec¬ 
retary Moti Karpel claims Jews 
living in the territories have lost 
all faith in Gush Emmunim and 
its political party Tebiya, and 
that Chai vi Kayam could easi¬ 
ly replace them as the voice of 
the settlers. Furthermore, the 


new movement's platformcon- 
tends, "traditional political Zi¬ 
onism has lost its way ..and 
western democracy is not "a 
Jewish system. The Knesset lias, 
lost its' moral authority arid we ; 
don't feel by its judgements.** .' 

Such sentiments may find 
sympathetic ears among tens'of 
thousands of religious Zionists 
equally cynical about the con¬ 
duct of the current Israeli politi¬ 
cal system. •

111 trade, die Intifada, financial dependence on Israeli 
banks, the Gulf War weakening the Arab boycott, loosing re¬ 
mittances of Gazan expatriates in the Gulf, and sealing off 
Gaza from Israel have dealt the final blow to the Arab soft 
drink franchise. The advantage of the Gaza factory was killed 
and an Israeli one seemed more rewarding to the US compa- 
I ny. But Israeli banks did also a good share of destruction to 
the Seven Up operation in Gaza. The banks confiscated ma¬ 
chinery and equipment in shear force when they called in 
their debts. "They [banks] took the new line for non- 
refundable bottles which had a big demand in the market. 
They took sugar and the soft drink concentrate. They even 
took a textile machine which belonged to a friend who was 
starting a new business and had it stored at the company,"said 
Mr Yazegi. "The Israelis must realize that they built an eco¬ 
nomic situation to be dependent on them. They cannot just 
tell us to go to hell." 

Who's who in Jordan tourism? 

M The number of non-Jordanian visitors who arrived in Jor¬ 
dan last year were little over 3.24 million tourists. A 46 per¬ 
cent increase from the 1991's estimate, whereas in 1989 their 
numbers were much less — they amounted to 2.28 million 
visitors. When the Gulf War irrupted, tourists numbers 
dropped significantly; they were estimated at 36,000 visitors. 
War-driven refugees were not counted ofcourse because, 
these people were inside Jordan involuntarily. But who is 
tourist? Who's not? The statistical information published by 
the Ministry of Tourism and Antiquities bases the definition 
of tourists on the International Tourism Organisation's. It 
states that tourists are all those who have visited a country 
and stayed over 24 hours inside. An interesting piece of in- 
fromation is that Jordan's share of international tourism last 
year included 88 percent Arab and 85 percent in 1989s. They 
were 32.5 percent Egyptian and 22.6 percent Syrian in 1989. 
Iraq, on the other hand, contributed 2.2 percent in 1989 but its 
share jumped to 16 percent in 1992. mostly because Jordan 
was their only breathing space. So, one should consider the 
demographic make-up of such market to develop a good busi¬ 
ness sense of the tourism industry.

add that without party newspa¬ 
pers there would be no political 
parties. Mr Abdul Rahman AI 
Aboushi, editor of Al Musiaq- 
bal says that there are no basic 
differences between party 
newspapers and the national 
press. "They are a logical ex¬ 
tension of the national press. 
Party newspapers are relatively 
new, designed to carry the mes¬ 
sage of its party to attract elec¬ 
toral support..." 

f This definition is not accept¬ 
ed by either Mr Jeries Mdenat, 
editor of Al Booth, newspa¬ 
per of the Jordanian Socialist 
Baath Party or by Mr Sabri 
Aref of Nida' AI Watan of the 
Jordanian Popular Unity Party. 

Mr Mdenat stresses, there is 
a significant difference be¬ 
tween both types of newspa¬ 
pers. The political press has its 
own characteristics, which is a 
reflection of the parties per¬ 
spectives and ideological 
views; however Mr Aret con¬ 
tends that this should not mean 
that party' newspapers are not 
national in character. 

A counter view is that of the 
Muslim Brotherhood, repre- 
p sented by Al Ribat newspaper. 
Its editor Mr Kama! Al Rashid 
says that the primary concern 
of party newspapers should be 
the re present! on of ideology 
and perspective. 

Opposition newspapers are 
an essential part in a democrat¬ 
ic society. They should repre¬ 
sent popular control over the 
executive authority, says Mr 
Amal Naffaa’ of the Jordanian 
Communist Party; a view 
shared by Mr Mdenat. Mr Ka- 
mal Al Rashid says, pluralism 
must inevitably mean opposi¬ 
tion. while Mr Aboushi sees 
•. the existence of opposition par- 
■ ties are a means to "serving the 
country." . 

Since receiving their licenses 
the older party newspapers, 
such as ju AhalU Nida 
A l Watan and Al Januihcer, 
have had to become much more 
“popular" and "reflective of 
the needs of society, although 
this does not mean to say that 
party newspapers are becoming 
more "sensational." 

On the contrary their recog¬ 
nized official status means that 
party newspapers are respond¬ 
ing favourably to the new com¬ 
petition. Mr Aref. of Nida Al 
Watan says that there has been 
quality improvements in pro¬ 


duction and content of their 
newspaper. Mr AI Nimiri be¬ 
lieves Al Ahali will now have 
greater opportunity to tackle 
and discuss public and govern¬ 
mental policies, and enrich the 
content of the newspaper. 

But these parties believe that 
there is still enormous improve¬ 
ments to be made, especially in 
style and political expression 
which is necessary for the new 
democratic game of fighting 
elections. 

However finance will be the 
major difficulty these newspa¬ 
pers will have according to Mr 
Rasheed. But he says that this 
need not be so; financial ex¬ 
penses should go down as a re¬ 
sult of licensing, price should 
also decrease by virtue of the 
fact of the competition and the 
new wave of liberalism that 
Jordan is experiencing. 

However, neither Mr Aref 
nor Mr Aboushi are quite so 
sure. He says thai the govern¬ 
ment have refused to deal with 
party newspapers as it deals the 
national press by denying the 
former any government adver¬ 
tising. Mr Aboushi says "there 
must be governmental support 
for the party press," similar to 
that in Egypt where govern¬ 
ment pays the salaries of jour¬ 
nalists working in party news¬ 
papers. But the question must 
be asked is how far can these 
parties be free from govern¬ 
mental control if they were to 
be partially financed by the 
state. 

Besides the institutional and 
financial problems, there are 
societal problems as Mr Aref of 
Ned’a Al Watan recognizes. 
This is partly because of the 
lack of political tradition that 
make people shy away from 
party newspapers. Above all, 
people are still getting ac¬ 
quainted to the newly found de¬ 
mocracy and are not used to ex¬ 
pressing themselves coherently 
with a “civil" structure yet to 

develop. . . 

But having said this, it is be¬ 
coming increasingly obvious 
that with the rise of new parties 
and party newspapers a chain 
of communication has been set 
in motion, a new dynamism of 
cultural infusion between rulers 
and ruled where the name of 
the game has become verbal 
political communication, and- 
response action. ■

He talked to 
the Star's Raed Al Abed 
about bis parties goals, poli¬ 
cies and hopes for the future. 


As a businessman what made 
you turn into politics and es¬ 
tablish your party? 

I have ’always been active in 
public life. As you know, I was 
m the government at onep oiiit, 
~3ftd I tohs“d!sffa'CtIve ,- ln me na¬ 
tional consultative council as 
well as many public service po¬ 
sitions. 

I feel that it is the duty of every 
Jordanian to participate in the 
democratic process and to 
make every possible effort to¬ 
wards its success. 

Do you have a fixed political 
ideology? 

I don't think that an ideology is 
ever realistically possible in 
dealing with a complex and 
changing world. However, I do 
have basic beliefs that can be 
applied in dealing with our con¬ 
tinuing basic problems, wheth¬ 
er national or Arab. 

For instance, I believe strongly 
in local Jordanian solidarity. 
While I respect the rights of the 
Palestinian people and their 
rights to their free homeland, I 
believe that all Jordanians, re¬ 
gardless of their origin, should 
have equivalent rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities in Joidan. 

In addition, I believe strongly 
that Jordan as an Arab state 
should work for Arab unity, a 
unity that wdl work for Arab 
rights and needs while respect¬ 
ing the rights of each state in its 
wealth and resources. 

There are strong forces active 
in the world today, and a small 
voice such as that of any indi¬ 
vidual Arab country will sim¬ 
ply not be heard. It is only 
through working with one 
voice that we can have any ef¬ 
fective presence on the interna¬ 
tional scene, and that we can 
protect our natural resources 
and national interest. 

How do you view the demo¬ 
cratic experiment in Jordan? 

I believe very strongly in the 
democratic process. I think that 
it. has gone well beyond the 
scope of an experiment, and I 
am very optimistic about its fu¬ 
ture for two reasons. Jordanians 
are ready to practice democra¬ 
cy, and are fully convinced of 
the need for it... The leadership 
[government] is ready to prac¬ 
tice democracy... 

Further, it is important to re¬ 
member that this is the first 
time that democracy has been 
applied in the Arab world. Its 
success will reflect positively 
not only on Jordan, but also on 
other Arab countries... 

What are the policies of your 
party on the economy? 

We believe in economic liber¬ 
alization and the process of free 
enterprise provided that the 
gains of development are equi-

tably distributed among the 
Jieople ... the natural resources 
of Jordan are limited and the 
human workforce ... is its most 
valuable resource. The capabil¬ 
ity of Jordanians has been the 
driving force in building the 
economies not only of Jordan, 
but also of many Arab coun¬ 
tries. We believe that to make it 
possible for Jordanians to fully 
unleash their potential, we 
should remove all obstacles in 
front of them, and simplify all 
procedures that stand in the 
way of development and in¬ 
vestment. 

And on unemployment? 
Stemming from our belief in a 
free economy, we believe that 
loosening the ties on invest¬ 
ment is the best way to encour¬ 
age private developmental pro¬ 
jects, which in tum will fuel 
greater job opportunities and 
rid us of the unemployment 
problems that we currently 
face. We also believe that 
much work can be done in re¬ 
placing foreign workers with 
Jordanians. There are many 
jobs in areas such as agriculture 
and services that Jordanians are 
unwilling to take, and 
are...occupied by foreign work¬ 
ers. The total number of these 
jobs are in excess of the num¬ 
ber of unemployed Jordanians. 
Two things need to be done in 
this regard. First, public aware¬ 
ness must be raised so that Jor¬ 
danians do not think that these 
jobs are menial or not worth 
their taking. And second, the 
jobs themselves must be stud¬ 
ied, and their quality improved 
in such a way that they are 
made more attractive to Jorda¬ 
nians. Finally, training pro¬ 
grams must be undertaken ... to 
bring Jordanian skills into di¬ 
rect compatibility with the job 
needs of the countiy. One as¬ 
pect of the job force that is not 
addressed is the female work¬ 
force. Many women in Jordan 
are unemployed ... Our party 
strongly supports increasing the 
number of women in the work¬ 
place, and providing them with 
all the opportunities ... 

What is your party's view on 
nationalization of industries? 

I don't believe in any form of 
nationalization. I am certainly 
of private enterprise, and I be¬ 
lieve that the^ government 
should take the role of planning 
and supervision. The rest of the 
work should be done by the pri¬ 
vate sector. Most industries and 
utilities owned by the govern¬ 
ment should be sold to the pri¬ 
vate sector.

How do you see the Arab 
World In the so called 
New World Order? 

Even the largest nations 
such as the US are getting 
involved in regional eco¬ 
nomic groupings in order 
to pool their common in¬ 
terests, and act with a 
stronger voice. There is 
the North American Free 
Trade Area with the 
American nations, the EEC in 
Birope, and the Pacific Rim 


Agreement for Japan and the 
Far East. The Arabs hav e no al¬ 
ternative. if they are to have 
any voice among these giants 
they need to group logether 
into one common bloc. 

The way Arabs have always 
tried to apply unity or coopera¬ 
tion has failed firstly, because 
they did not respect the special 
interests of each state and sec¬ 
ondly, due to the absence of 
democracy, which made unity 
subject to the whims of individ¬ 
uals rather than the wishes of 
the peoples involved. 

What is your party's view on 
the peace issue? 

1 believe that conflicts between 
nations are either solved by 
military means or by negotia¬ 
tion. the Arab countries in¬ 
volved in the conflict with Is¬ 
rael chose to trv and solve this 


conflict by negotiation. We are 
in fax our of this peaceful settle¬ 
ment proxided that any solution 
is in accordance with UN reso¬ 
lutions. and guarantees the lull 
rights of the Palestinian people. 
We believe that the negotiating 
parties should in no way make 
concessions on basic Arab and 
Palestinian rights simply in or¬ 
der to achieve a settlement.... 

How docs your party's view 
the IMF prescription for the 
Jordan's economy? 

First, xx e have never been clear¬ 
ly informed what this prescrip¬ 
tion is. While Jordan can bene¬ 
fit from the experience and 
knowledge of the IMF. we 
should in the final analysis 
make our own decisions, and 
take from the IMF plans only 
what we believe is good for Jor¬ 
dan. 

What are your policies on the 
environment? 

As you know. I am the presi¬ 
dent and one of the founders of 
the Royal Society for the Con¬ 
servation of Nature (RSCN) in 
Jordan. Jordan has a fragile ec¬ 
osystem and limited natural re¬ 
source. We cannot afford any 
loss, whether in agricultural 
soil, pollution, water basins. 


given com. or wildlife There¬ 
fore. xx e must not spare anx et- 
lort that can be made to protect 
our natural resources and envi¬ 
ronment The National Environ¬ 
ment Strategy was initialed by 
RSCN. and I continue to have 
an active role in formulating 
and implementing the society's 
programs. 

If your party came to power 
what would you do about the 
rising level of pollution? 

We will certainly try tx> do 
everything in our power to curb 
these levels, and leave the air 
and water clean for coming 
generations. 

As a party running for elec¬ 
tion, who is likely to be the 
most eficctivc challenger? 

In running for elections, we try 
to take a positive role in the 
democratic process. We have 
formulated clear policies and 
views, and we believe it is these 
views which will carry us to 
success, and not a position 
against any other party or per¬ 
son. If there is to be any chal¬ 
lenge. if will be strongly against 
people who do not believe in 
democracy. ■

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The Tragedy of Bosnia 

THE TRAGEDY of Bosnia seems to have been left only to the caprice of writers, 
who mention it usually in accordance with the vogue of the time, and catered for the 
seekers of a "cause celebrate." The anti-whaling lobbies have attracted more sympa¬ 
thy than the massacred Muslim children of Bosnia. The rain forests of Brazil have 
extracted more moral commitment from the world than the long history and culture 
of Sarajevo. The hole in the Ozone Layer, has created a large scale collective guilt, 
more than the raped Muslim women in Bosnia could ever hope to create. 

The essence of the problem is the word Islam, and the operative term is the term 
Islamic Republic. Neither Europe, nor the world at large is willing to entertain the 
possibility of the creation of an Islamic republic in the heart of Central Europe. 
Worse, no Islamic country is willing to go beyond the usual rhetoric of Muslim soli¬ 
darity, and fraternity. Maybe president Aiija Izetbegovic, had jumped the gun when 
declaring Bosnia as an independent republic, but then again, Slovenia had the whole 
world behind her, and Croatia attracted all kinds of volunteers from the world to 
preserve its independence, so why shouldn’t Bosnia exercise her right to secede 
from the Yugoslav Federation? Alas, the question of Islamic identity has blurred the 
eyes of the world, and the trickle of volunteers never compared to the waves of Mu- 
jahidene in Afghanistan sponsored by CIA initiative. The question for Bosnia to 
achieve independence and sovereignty, seems like a pipe dream under the circum¬ 
stances. The UN is incapable, even of convincing the Serb aggressors to accept the 
proposed plan of dividing the country into ten different regions, as if cuddling and 
begging the Serbs would replace their savagery, and ethnic cleansing which is con¬ 
tinuously observed by the UN and its representatives, for the brotherhood of man. 
Hie UN can adopt as many resolutions as it likes, but so long as the political will by 
the superpowers, to take any viable action, is absent, the current state of the UN will 
remind us with the haunting days of being nothing more than a "Kruschevian" talk¬ 
ing shop. 

As for the Muslim world, to demand from the international community to be more 
Muslim than itself, is both demeaning and. incompetent, the policy of masterly inac¬ 
tion followed by the Islamic world towards Bosnia is only a reflection of our impo¬ 
tence to be masters of our own collective destiny, and a clear sign that, the days of 
defunct Islamic conferences will remain to be, the guilt relief exercise of our con- 
* science.- 

As - for the USA and Europe, the Bosnian ball, keeps bouncing back and forth 1 
from one end of the court to the other. President Clinton is asking his western allies 
to take a more active role in stopping the genocide, while the European still seek an 
American initiative. In the meantime, the realization of any military action being 
taken under UN command to relieve the beleaguered Bosnians has totally fadetL 
arid the latest western idea regarding the conflict, is not to stop it, but rather to con¬ 
tain it. ■

THE CAMBODIAN general 
elections now under way under 
United Nations supervision, at¬ 
tempts to end the fratricidal, of¬ 
ten genocidal, civil war. But as 
voters go to the polls, there is 
no sign of that happening, espe¬ 
cially with the one dominant 
party to the peace accords — 
the Khmer Rouge — staying 
out of it all.

Despite optimistic accounts 
out of Cambodia at the success 
of the peace process, and of the 
United Nations' role in it, peace 
is as distant as it ever was. The 
vacillating position of Prince 
Sihanouk in the run-up to the 
election underlines it more than 
the recent visit of the UN Sec¬ 
retary Genera], Mr Boutros 
Ghali. The Cambodians braced 
for another round of violent un¬ 
certainty, shrug their shoulders, 
and prepare for the worst. UN- 
TACs reluctance to accept the 
Khmer Rouge's cultural hold 
over Cambodia, and of Prince 
Sihanouk, promises that Cam¬ 
bodia would remain in the 
world consciousness for a long 
time. 

The fear in Phnom Penh, the 
capital, is real. China withdrew 
support for the Khmer Rouge; 
the West backs the Hun Sen re¬ 
gime, and hopes for its electoral 
success: UNTAC believes it 
can bring peace through a pro¬ 
cess of elections unknown in 
that country; the world believes 
that peace, will return with tfce 
Tjiiffot box, and the'^neU'Ty- 
elected government would 
bring in development and 
progress: rhat the Cambodians 
would not ever again allow the 
Khmer Rouge into power. But 
the Khmer Rouge remains in its 
cultural consciousness, howev¬ 
er much it may hate the brutali¬ 
ty and the genocidal rule that 
the Hun Sen regime cut short in 
1979.

LET'S SET aside for now Pres¬ 
ident Clinton’s plans for help- 
! mg alleviate the honors of 
! what is occurring in the former 
; Yugoslavia. Instead let's exam¬ 
ine western European leader¬ 
ship vis-a-v:s its hesitancy to 
take a firm stand against the 
systematic slaughter of the 
Muslim masses, first by the 
Serbs and now joined by the 
Croats. 

To be sure, this European 
leadership has supported boy- 
cons, and stands behind United 
Nations' troop intervention. But 
it does not want to place West 
European forces per se in the 
devastated Eastern European 
sector, no matter the torment 
being experienced and being so 
graphically exhibited to die 
world. 

Is this policy based on con¬ 
cern for possible future no-win 
as France, as the United States, 
experienced in Vietnam? Or 
could it be a much more deeply 
seated — certainly unspoken 
(and perhaps unconscious) — 
wish that ethnic cleansing will, 
indeed, take place. 

History suggests that this 
may be so. no matter how dam¬ 
nably abhorrent the thought 
Traditionally. Anglo-Christian 
Europeans have sought io rid 
the west of those other than 
themselves. The Moors, a pow¬ 
erful Islamic force in North Af¬ 
rica since the ?th century, in¬ 
vaded Spain in 711. 
Subsequently they took control 
of most of tfe Iberian peninsu¬ 
la. which they ruled until 1492. 
The Spanish Inquisition was 
aimed at all "heretics,” but 


most especially al Jews and 
Muslims. And with the fair of 
Granada in 1492, the Muslims 
either left, converted, or went 
into hiding. 

Muslims of the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire entered the hallowed halls 
of Europe from the easL Begin¬ 
ning their real push in the ]4th 
century, and by the 15th. the' 
' Ottomans bad conquered most 
of the Balkan Peninsula, and. 
by 1525 were knocking on the 
door of Vienna. Though re¬ 
pulsed in this effort to overrun 
Western Europe, its power had 
proven to be extensive and had 
left a major imprint which re¬ 
mains even until today. 

We in the United States, be¬ 
ing a young nation, and one 
rooted in the melting pot heri¬ 
tage, cannot fully appreciate 
the depth of the hatreds that 
have- penetrated . nations for 
centuries. Yes, we know dis¬ 
crimination on a superficial, 
level. Certainly we have experi¬ 
enced racial conflicts and, to a 
degree, various other ethnic 
confrontations. Bui basically 
individual US citizens appre¬ 
ciate the intrinsic worth of-oth¬ 
er individuals, and once the 
barrier of socio-economic ra¬ 
cial/ethnic mixing has been 
breached, some might continue 
to harbor anger, but we have 
never attained die depth of dis¬ 
criminatory hatred that comes 
with centuries of repressed're¬ 
sentment 

The negative altitudes of in¬ 
dividual western European na¬ 
tions toward foreigners, most 
definitely is not limited to the 
Muslims. It is common knowl¬ 
edge u the point of being a 
joke, that the French consider

all non-French to be. a 1st ter. 
neath them. It is less commonly 
known that the Germans resent 
the influx of all non-Germans 
into their country; this-became, 
especially evident as West Ger-. 
many merged with East Germa¬ 
ny and the world witnessed the 
resentment felt by the former 
toward the latter as jobs and 
wealth came to be shared. 

Such condescension, is be¬ 
coming more and more obvious 
in other western European na¬ 
tions as well. One only needs to 
be in a country long enough for 
the patina of tourism to wear 
off before he or she begins to 
feel tins, even if ever so. slight- 
ly.lt does exisL..-

I was held from 2 to 18 May at 
| the Royal Cultural Center intro-

! by young Jordanian talents. But 
| it was another festival ex- 
! pounding the motto we do not 
; learn from our mistakes! 

I This is the third year when 
i the Ministry of Culture, in 
cooperation with the Artists’ 
i League and other parties, ini- 
1 tiated an annual, experimental 
! children and youth theater festi¬ 
val. Each festival, including 
the second, couldn’t introduce 
more than two productions of 
satisfactory an standards, con¬ 
cepts or techniques. May be the 
organizers ought to look into 
the festival results with more 
criticism, and restudy their cri¬ 
teria in selecting the partici¬ 
pants. 

In evaluation, it was apparent 
that the event failed to obtain 
the status of a festival. Festi¬ 
vals. in general, should gather 
avant-garde opus in one culture 
and introduce new an concepts, 
experiments and mature an 
styles. The festival should be 
an epilogue of highly devel¬ 
oped an movements, a break¬ 
ing point between one peak and 
the beginning of a road towards 
another. 

What's happening on the Jor¬ 
danian festival stage is the op¬ 
posite! L’nripened ideas and 
lack of technical and dramatic 
experiences ge: squeezed into 
an extremely short period of 
preparation "time: varying be¬ 
tween a month and half up to 
two months. There is no time 
for experimenting or elaborat¬ 
ing on different styles and tech¬ 
niques. Festivals are occasions 
where artists introduce their 
new experiences, instead of 
sharing with the audience long 
gone achievements of a stage 
when they were going through [ 
artistic development. j 

Such situation at local festi- i 
vals is clearly due io some mis¬ 
takes. the organizers keep re- I 
peating all the time. Instead of j 
selecting productions for the j 
festival's entries, the selection 1 
committee keeps evaluating the ! 
contest runners according to j 
the scripts they submit. 

This would have been fine if j 
the participants were running , 
for a best script contest But as j 
ior.g as the festival is about the- • 
atcr productions, the committee : 
should be obliged to observe f 
the full theatrical work in order j 
to select the contest entries. 

Sometimes low art profile j 
scripts allow for goal theatrical 
production <T7ie Story Of A Boy i 
And t Girl is a good example, i 
directed by Lsraat Farouk, and j 
Kloktu. directed by Hassan Sa- j 
baRaAnd on other occasions. ' 
a goed script can turn into a j 
low standard an production ■ 

I like Small Prince, directed by j 
Samah Qusus). 


Participants; on the other 
hand, should have a higher 
sense of responsibility for their 
artistic expression and keep ed¬ 
ucating themselves and promot¬ 
ing their skills with new tech¬ 
niques. If institutions or small 
communities decide to send 
their production teams to com¬ 
pete at the festival, they should 
try to select the best representa¬ 
tives. Preserving the festival's 
character should be evay- 
body’s responsibility. 

The festival introduced two 
plays from Yarmouk Universi¬ 
ty and the University of Jordan. 
Both plays were real disap¬ 
pointments for most of the au¬ 
dience. Performed by the stu¬ 
dents and directed by their 
professors, they were shapeless 
in theatrical substance, full of 
uncommunicative symbols, 
meaningless dramatic tensions 
and exaggerations which bore 
the audience. 

Apart from the real confusion 
that the directors created in 
these two plays; in terms of 
styles, techniques and interac¬ 
tion with the audience, it was 
astounding bow little the actors 
did to give their own presenta¬ 
tion of their characters. Con¬ 
trary to this. Wise Beggar gave 
a beautiful example of the ap¬ 
preciation of individual effort, 
even when other participants of 
the team failed to achieve coor¬ 
dination. The role of the beggar 
was given the male supporting 
actor award. 

Two other productions, Al 
Shahad Hakimur. and The 
Small Prince, hardly kept the 
audience sitting in their chairs, 
with the exception of the ac¬ 
tors' relatives! Although very 
different in their styles and top¬ 
ics. both plays have something 
in common; long stories full of 
mechanical repetition of point¬ 
less movements, boring tension 
lead and low dramatic charge. 

The Small Prince, which in-

traduced characters played by 
children, raised questions of un¬ 
fairness as children competed 
with adults. If we compare the 
work of a child preparing 
throughout the school year to 
perform a story adjusted to his 
age and environment with the 
efforts of the same child invest¬ 
ed in a play beyond his level of 
emotional and intellectual com¬ 
prehension, we will discover 
how selfish and unfair 
we^dults, can sometimes be to 
children. 

In a short time it was request¬ 
ed from a nine year old boy to 
memorize a long script, act it in 
a certain way, handle the audi¬ 
ence and compete with adult 
actors. Other countries in the 
world with an established tradi¬ 
tion of children theater, take 
years to train a child in devel¬ 
oping his performing skills. 

However, two bright spots of 
the festival where the plays: 
Klikat, directed by Hassan Sa- 
balls, and The Story Of A Boy 
And A Girl, directed by Ismat 
Farouk. 

Klikat, awarded for best pro¬ 
duction, directing, music, local 
script, decoration, costumes, 
and a special reward for group 
acting, shows bow the director’s 
rich dramatic experience as an 
actor can blend into a totally 
new and original style. The 
play is a refreshment, combin¬ 
ing the best local achievements 
into a compact, homogeneous 
unit of wired, understandable 
and communicating visual im¬ 
ages. 

The Story Of A Boy And A 
Girl, was another creative pro¬ 
duction which has successfully 
dealt with the actors' talents 
(Linda Mayaat and Fadi 
Gfaool). theatrical space and 
dramatic pace. But it only re¬ 
flected the existing tragedy 
trends ro local theater and lack 
of originality. ■

The winner of the Holyfield- 
Stewart fight has been prom¬ 
ised a heavyweight title shot in 
the fall, promoters say. 

The trainer said Holyfield 
would beat Bowe if they meet 
again next time.

He'll be a much more explosive 
puncher and he'll be more con¬ 
fident and more determined 
Bowe's going to be a bit over 
confident."

KEEPING FIT 

You can still have your 
barbecue and eat it too. 

Despite the dire warnings 
against grilling meats, the 
American Cancer Society 
says you can have safe and 
healthy cookouts this sum¬ 
mer if you follow some 
commonsense guidelines. 

Here's the American Can¬ 
cer Society’s tips for barbe¬ 
cuing: 

* Try to cook meats on the 
grill for as little time as pos¬ 
sible and as faraway from the 
heat source as you can get it 
Studies indicate that cooking 
meats at high temperatures 
for long periods of time cre¬ 
ates carcinogens (cancer- 
causing substances). So does 
charring meat. 

* Use foil or a drop pan 
when you grill. When fat falls 
from the meat into the coals, 
chips, heating element or 
flames, the smokes creates 
carcinogens, which can land 
on the food. 

* Choose lower-fat cuts of 
meat for your cookout Trim 
away as much of the far and 
skin as possible. Cook only 
three- to four-ounce servings. 

* Buy regular charcoal 
made from hardwood. Soft 
woods burn al higher tem¬ 
peratures. 

* Pre-cook, the meat and 
just use grilling and barbecu¬ 
ing as a method of finishing 
the process to add special fla¬ 
vor. 

* Make sure the meat is 
completely thawed to reduce 
cooking time and prevent 
charring. 

* Use tomato, vinegar and 
lemon or lime-based mari¬ 
nades. Marinades without oil 
or fat are not only healthy, 
they prevent fat from drip¬ 
ping into the fire.

Launching major assault on networking market . 

New Macintosh servers 


APPLE COMPUTER'S an¬ 
nouncements of new products 
ihis year continue and the com¬ 
puter maker is promising 
more! However, this time 
they're not home computers or 
a lower-priced color Macin¬ 
tosh. they are new network 
servers. 

The announcement includes 
three dedicated server Macin¬ 
tosh computers and two new 
versions of AppleShare Pro 
based on A/UX which is Ap¬ 
ple's Unix. 

The computer networking 
market is one that Apple would 
like to bite, especially that it 
has been growing enormously. 
What Apple finds worrying is 
that this market is gradually be¬ 
coming dominated by PCs run¬ 
ning Novell Netware. Inspite of 
ihe~ fact that the Macintosh 
comes with built-in networking 
capabilities and can be connect¬ 
ed to an IBM PC network, buy¬ 
ers are opting for a non- 
Macintosh solution to their net¬ 
working problems. This is the 
main reason behind the release 
of these new servers which are, 
to tell the truth, more advanced 
than an average PC with a net¬ 
working card stuck inside! 

First, there's the top-end Ap¬ 
ple Workgroup Server 95 
l.AWS) which comes with a 
standard 16 MB RAM, 500 
MB hard disk and can be used 
for network database applica¬ 
tions. Then there's the AWS 60 


which looks like a suped up 
Centris 610 and the AWS 80 
which is a Quadra 800 running 
AppleShare Pro. 

If you’ve already got a Quad¬ 
ra 950, then you can use a new 
accelerator card and to turn it. 
into an Apple Workgroup Serv¬ 
er 95. 

Other recent products worth a 
mention include the new range 



of LaserWriter printers from 
Apple which are priced quite 
competitively and support Post¬ 
Script. The LaserWrite rSelect 
300 is a 300 dpi printer capable 
of producing five pages per 
minute. The LaserWriterSelect 
310 basically differs from the 
300 in its RISC processor.What 
is so interesting is that both of 
these printers include a parallel 


port for connecting to a Win¬ 
dows or DOS machine! So this 
is a proof of Apple's push into 
the PC hardware market. Apple 
has, for some time, provided 
print sharing software for Macs 
and PCs on the same network, 
but direct connection of an Ap¬ 
ple printer, or scanner as we 
have recently been told, is a 
major sign. It's a sign dial Ap¬ 
ple are taking on the big hard¬ 
ware vendors of the computer 
industry such as Hewlett- 
Packard, Cannon and Epson 
All of whom are producers of a 
variety of printers and scan¬ 
ners, among other products, for 
both IBM PC & compatibles 
and the Macintosh. 

Getting back to the servers 
the good news is that Oracle is 
planning to release a new ver¬ 
sion of their relational database 
under A/UX soon. This should 
give these servers and other A/ 
UX users a real boost. It re¬ 
mains to be seen if Apple can 
take on PC-based Novell net¬ 
works. According to Apple’s 
claims, AppleShare Pro 4.0 is 
actually four times faster than 
previous 3.0 version and can 
support up to 50 users. 

It sounds quite impressive, 
but what it all boils down to at 
the end of the day is the price/ 
performance advantage being 
offered. Until official prices for 
these new servers are an¬ 
nounced, Apple has the ball in 
its court. ■ 


• USERS OF Microsoft Win¬ 
dows 3.1 in the Middle East 
can now benefit from exten¬ 
sive new audio capabilities In 
their operating system. With 
the new Microsoft Windows 
Sound System that has been 
designed to boost business 
productivity and enhance 
communications. The idea is 
to increase the "user- 
friendliness" of IBM personal 
computers. 

The new system includes a 
16-bit add-in audio card, pro¬ 
viding the hardware and soft¬ 
ware necessary to fully ex¬ 
ploit the audio capabilities of 
Windows 3.1. 

Examples of typical busi¬ 
ness uses include number 
proofreading of Windows- 
based spreadsheets, including 


spreadsheets such as, Excel: 
Voice annotation to docu¬ 
ments and electronic mail 
and voice recognition for 
commonly-used keyboard 
and mouse operations. 

The Microsoft Windows 
Sound System comes with a 
sound and icon library an< l 
allows for personalization of 
the computer "desktop", in¬ 
cluding audible start-up and 
warning signals and a sound- 
linked screen saver. 

PC audio facilities have tra¬ 
ditionally been heavy users of 
hard disk space, but the Win¬ 
dows sound system economiz¬ 
es on memory deployment by 
restricting itself to business 
functionality. 

The system however can be 
easily extended to provide 


full multi-media support. 

Charles Alien, general man¬ 
ager of Microsoft Middle 
East said that as more and 
more hardware companies 
come to the market with au¬ 
dio-enabled PCs, the Win¬ 
dows sound system 1 would be¬ 
come increasingly significant 

"Most major computer 
manufacturers, including 
those who sell strongly in the 
Middle East such as Com¬ 
paq, have or will shortly have 
audio equipped products on 
the market", said Allen. 

"The Middle East is very 
quick to respond to new 
trends in computer develop¬ 
ment and, with the strength 
of the Windows regional cus¬ 
tomer base, we expect this 
new sound system to be very 
successful".
